HISTORICAL OUTLINE 


First minute in parish records, letter of the Rey. Thomas C. Yarnall, 
Rector of St. Mary's Church, calling a meeting. 


First meeting; eleven Vestrymen chosen; Vestry organized. Committees 
appointed to secure a Rector and site for building. 


Name chosen, The Church of The Good Shepherd. 


Name reconsidered; The Church of The Saviour adopted. 


Meetings of the Vestry and reports of committees. Difficulties in getting 
Rector and suitable site for building. 


Charter granted by the State of Pennsylvania. 


Corner-stone of "small wooden structure" laid in "Westminster" by 
Bishop Alonzo Potter. Parish admitted to Diocesan Convention. 


“Small wooden structure" abandoned. Enthusiasm lagging. Only one 


Vestry meeting both years. Congregation attended other churches, having 
no stated place of worship. "Calls" to rectorate declined. 


Interest awakened; a congregation began to gather at “Town Hall.” 


Present location secured, "Mary and Oak Streets," now 38th and Ludlow. 
Old corner-stone removed for new building without ceremonies. Vestry 
engaged ‘Commissioners’ Hall" for worship. 


First Service held in “Lecture Room." Sermon by the first Rector. 
Church opened for Divine Service. 


Corner-stone of a Parish Mission laid at 48th and Haverford, the Chapel 
of the Comforter. (Became a parish in 1875.) 


Church consecrated by Bishop Lee of Delaware. 
Rectory purchased; Parish House erected in memory of Dr. W. W. Farr. 
Church enlarged; present facade and tower erected. 


Church destroyed by fire, all but facade and tower. Services held at 
The Drexel Institute of Technology for one year. 


Palm Sunday, First Service in present church. Rectory procured. 
Church consecrated by Bishop Whitaker; preacher, Bishop Greer. 
Church tower struck by lightning. 


Fire in west end and basement of the church.
